TIY THE KOREAN CALENDAR this is the year 
^ 4,3(X> in lts 'hi5?tory — a history of war after 
devastating war, ruthless oppression and inci’edlble 
eiueHles.

(1894) and Russia (1904) to extend hegemony * 
there. By 1910 Korea's annexation was complete 
and in 1942 Korea was officially a part of the Japa¬ 
nese heartland. But underground the national 
spirit survived the years of pursuit and persecu¬ 
tion. 

In 1945 the Russians and Americans set the 
stage for still another war on Korean soil when 
their armies occupied north and south zones, divid¬ 
ed at the 38th parallel. Under the teims of the 
Cairo and Moscow pacts, the occupying powers 
were to have moved out and the United Nations 
was to have overseen national elections. 

The United States compiled, but the Soviet 
Union would not let observers from the UN into the 
northern zone, either to verify the withdrawal or 
the election. Eventually a sing^ party ballot es- 


tabhshed a communist government, and by 1949 
raids into the South had reached such proportions 
that the inevitability of war was i-ecognlzed. 

It lasted three years, with a million killed, 
three million homeless and property losses conser¬ 
vatively estimated at a thousand million dollars. 

A barrier of Imp'acable hatred had been creat¬ 
ed, with seemingly little hope it could ever be pene¬ 
trated by peaceful means. 

Suddenly, to an astonished world, it is dis¬ 
closed that quiet conv^ersaitions have lx>en proceed¬ 
ing between Pyongyang and Seoul. The spirit of na¬ 
tionalism, the determination for identity, indepen¬ 
dence, fr^om, whatever it may be, has survived 
and re-emerged. 

The third principle for the unification of 
Korea is spelled out by the Joint communiqutv 
“. . . As a homogeneous people, a great national 
unit shall be sougst above all, transcending differ¬ 
ences in kleas, id^logies and systems.” 

The aim may be difficult of accomplishment, 
but for men of good will, reason and restraint it 
should not be impossible. 

Let them get on with It, by all means. And let 
others, well intentioned though they may be, stand 
aside. This is a classic chance for self-detennina- 
tion.

pREQUENTLY UNDER THE GUN to the Na- 

tionai Research Council not only for the 
amount of money it spends (the cost of its pro¬ 
grams in the last fiscal year are listed in public ac- 
coiBits at $133,494,()(X)) but on the qui(»tion of 
what it may be accomplishing, and how. 

The council comes under the federal Treasury 
Board and Its objective is: ‘To promote, assist and 
[jerform research for the creation of new scientific 
knowledge, and for the application of science; and 
to promote effective use of hational scientific and 
technological resources for the social and economic 
advancement of CJanada.'*^ 

Among others, a group of Canadian senators 
doesn’t think these functions are being carried out 
satisfactorily. In a report issued at the beginning of 
the year, the science policy committee of the Sen¬ 
ate made recommendations whkh, fif adopted, 
would virtually wipe out the research council. In¬ 
stead of it. Foundations would be set up to handle 
the funding of basic research, and Its laboratory 
work on behalf of secondary and service Industries, 
mining and public utilities, would be taken over by 
a Canadian industrial laboratorieB corporation 
which is to be established at the end of the current 
fiscal year. 

And now the retiring head of the Science 
Council of Canada has taken a swing at the NRC 
in a call for complete reorganization of its opera¬ 
tion. Dr. O. M. SoHandt urged new Impetus for 
science and technology In the fields of secondary 


manufacturing and service industries, and in anti¬ 
pollution work. 

“Canada has yet to understand the importance 
of science and tecfinotogy to the modem industrial 
state or to the achievement of our national goals of 
providing ... social justice and a healthy environ¬ 
ment in which to kve,” he wi*ote in his farewell 
report released last week. 

While NRC's laboratories and staff were 
among the best anywhere, there was too much con¬ 
centration on academic science at a time when the 
work should be channelled towards finding the 
means to increase production, productivity and job 
creation in the immediate future. Dr. Solandt stat¬ 
ed. 

This, on top of the Senate committee’s recom¬ 
mendations for even greater changes in the re¬ 
search council would indicate that something is 
wrong. — 

Confirmation of this might be read into the 
reply that the research council president. Dr. W. G. 
Sc hneider, made to Dr. Soiandt’s criticism. Ignor¬ 
ing the constructiveness of the Solandt observa¬ 
tions, the other learned one chose to indulge in a 
childish return. 

“I don’t know why Dr. Solandt should be an 
expert on NRC,” he is quoted as saying. “He 
doesn’t have any first-hand knowledge (about 
NRC).” 

He capped it with a pouting claim that Dr. 
Solandt hasn’t liked NRC for a time and "there’s a 
history to that which involves personalities which I 
don’t want to go into.”

IXiNDON (CP) - As the 
pound sterling wavers under a 
steady hammering, on Interna- 
tiitnai exchanges and an effec¬ 
tive anti-inflation formula 
eludes tile British govern¬ 
ment, uneasiness ta increas¬ 
ing in finani'ial circles here. 

While there are no signs of 
outright panic, there is clear¬ 
ly suriirise at the speed and 
degree of sterling’s downward 
drift since it was released 
fwni its fixed exchange rate 
June '23. 

- The pound tank to $2.41 in 
United States currency Tues¬ 
day, its lowest level since the 
decision to float, before reco- 
lering slightly. The value q( 
sterling was $2.60 before the 
float. Prior to last December 
Jt was set at $2 40. 

Figures relea.sed Tuesday 
also showed that Britain's ot- 
fn lal reserves decreased by 
$177 million in June, although 
this iiK-luded $65 niUIion used 
to pay overseas debts. Ttiis 
indicated only about $112 mil¬ 
lion had been used to support 
sterling. 

The modest decline in re¬ 
serves was clearly less than 
had lieen anticipated by a 
numlier of financial exi>erts 


and indicates that the govern¬ 
ment has ntit been particu¬ 
larly active in trying to fsdd 
sterling at any parttcular 
level. 

More likely, tlie Bank of 
Knglaiid has interv'eiied only 
moderately in tlie inarket to 
prevent any violent fluctua¬ 
tions in sterling. 

The reserve figtires, howev¬ 
er, do not take account of 
about $2.5 billion spent by 
central lianks of Kurofi^ 
('ommon Market countries to 
support sterling at its old rate 
before it floated. 

This action was taken under 
an arrangement anumg the 
SIX Oimmon Market c<iuntrie8 
and tlie four applying f«)r 
inemf>ership-including Bri¬ 
tain -to support eaqh other’s 
currencies within a narrow 
band. 

Britain mnv must use its re¬ 
serves to redeem llie sterling 
liefore the end of July. JTifcre 
are provisions lor postponing 
repayment but treasury of¬ 
ficials say resort to this is 
highly unlikely.

week. 

Transportation admlnisti'a- 
lor Oormtantme Sidamon-Eris- 
toff said one welfare recipi¬ 
ent, who holds degrees in 
mechanical and electrical en¬ 
gineering, assisted in draw'ing 
up plans for inoprovement of 
the <ild boat repair dock. 

The welfare recipients have 
made 'it poasibie for the 
marine and aviation depart¬ 
ment to clean the eight Man- 
hattan-to^taien Inland ferrjea 
every week Instead of once a 
month, as was previoualy the 
case. 

Tlie work is being per¬ 
formed under the legislature^ 
1971 requirement that 
pkiyable welfare recipients be" 
placed In city or slate govern¬ 
ment Jt»hs if prK-ate enMdoy- 
ment for them cannot be 
found. 

The workws put in an 
average of 4Vk days every two 
weeks in jobs paying $2 to $4 
an hour, Sidamon-Eristoff 
said. 

He said in addition to scrub¬ 
bing the decks, stairways, 
windov^'s. walls and benches 
of the ferries, the workers are 
scraping, sanding and shell¬ 
acking benches in the temd- 
nals. 

Carpenters, plumbers, me¬ 
chanics. riggers, painters, 
caulkers and engineers 
among the welfare recipients 
have played a major role in 
the improvement of the l>oat 
repair depot at Pier 7 in Sta¬ 
ten Island, Sidamon-Kristoff 
added. 

He said since the program 
^startl'd, 2,175 welfare recipi¬ 
ents have been referred to the 
transfiortation administration 
and more than 100 of these 
have found fiermanent iiosi- 
tions in city government or 
private industry.

lavor of tender young vegelaldea 
rushed straight from the garden to the 
ctKiking pot and of the wonderful p*‘a< e 
of mind that comes from tlie cultivating 
of a piece of ground. 


Only too often, thtuigti, tlie iHivice 
gardener fads t> get full value from his 
vegetable plot, lie throws all his advan¬ 
tages out the window and winds up with 
a mess of vegetables no better than 
those hruight at the wrner gn>cery and 
rertainly a l4»t inoiv exitensive. ITie 
points where he goes astray aiy in ihe 
harvesting and the cooking. 

Take lM‘ans, (or instance. 

TTie novice »m*«*s his lK*an hlossnms 
turning into inkIs and tlie |nh 1 k swelling, 
pulling on length and girth al nnlielie- 
veahlc s|M‘ed. lie gloats over the vision 
of bushels and busliels of big, plump 
lH*ans bulging with seeds and he leaves 
them on the vliu* tisi. long, winding up 
with a tough, stringy pnslnct. 

I can’t se«* any isiiiit whatever in 
growing the biggest lieans in tlie 


coimtiy If yoti canM eat them. ITie mar¬ 
tlet growers who get paid by the hushel' 
like to gi-ow them big and plump lie- 
4-Hu.se it takes fewer beans to make a 
bushel and they make more money that^ 
way. Your advantage in growing your 
«iwn lies in the fact that you can afhird 
to pick your tender-|Kxlded gi-een iM^ans 
while they are still very young and 
tender, tiefore the bulgy seeds sisiils the 
lines of their trim figuivs. 

Verj' young lieans like this should 
ne.ver lie sliced or cro8s-<‘Ut. All they 
need is to have a tiny bit from the head 
and tail nipped off. then cook tiiem 
whole. And don’t forget that when the 
< (Mikliook says to simmer for 30 "min¬ 
utes, they are talking about tough old 
veteran beans These youngsters re- 
ijuire 10 at the nsisl; if you ImhI 

the living daylights out of them, they’ll 
come out like limp rags and with Just 
alMtiil as much flavor. 


As Ihe liearis grow larger, .11 is some- 
llnies nixessary to slTce tliern Isit tiia 
way they are cut has a derided effei-t 
on tlieir flavor. Slit lengthw'ise or split 
with a liean slicer, they beefime insipid 
and flavorless and tliey mat down into a 
flabtiy mass in ttie osAing. I think tjie 
lM‘Nt way is the Fren<-h teibnique, 
which IS to cut them diagonally; this re¬ 


tains their bright color and wondeiinl 
freshness of t^te. 

Seems to me the first few feeds of 
tender, young, homegrown lieafUl Should 
tie sei'ved plain. In their own wonderful 
beany juices. In this w'ay we savor to 
Ihe full the fruits of our garden handi¬ 
craft. As tiie season wears cm, tiiough 
And the novelty wears tiff, some'fancy 
llavtS'ings aiKl seasonings may lie at¬ 
tempted. 

At tnir htuise, one of the vaiiations 
we like is to serve our green beans 
Italian style, in an onion-flavored 
cream sauce, blanketed with grated 
rarnM\san cheese and niicely bniwned 
under the broiler just before serving.

Another is a (ierman dish called 
Holinengemtiss, wtiich is simply the dia- 
gonaily-slirAl green Iteane mixed wilti 
diced potatoes, seasoned with salt and 
Iiep|s*j* and dastied with vinegar and 
cajttway seeds. 

Tlie vines of our climbing Bine I-ake 
beans produce imxIs which are very long 
and straiglil, and sometimes we jnake 
these double ftir Hsparagiis, steaming 
them and serving tliem whole, to lie 
eaten in the fingers With a small dish of 
melted InUter on Hie side hu* dipjilng. 

Ineidentally, our favorite variety of 
hush l>eHns is Koyalty, which I>ear8 pur¬ 
ple iKjds that lurn green in Ihe eisiking.
